Of- 
ficials described the Charge's report 
of the 5 o'clock conference as not 
very favorable. A report on his la. 
ter conference was awaited. 


Charge O'Shaughnessy 
reported 


that he had detailed the last mes- 
sage from Secretary Bryan to For- 
eign Minister Rojas at 4 p. m. 
Senor Rojae told the Charge that he 
would confer with General 
Huerta 


later. 


When all of the Charge's

sages had been received, Secretary 
Daniels and Secretary Tumulty went 
to confer with Secretary Bryan. They 
absolutely refused to comment. Oth- 
er officials interpreted the situation 
as unfavorable.

ag.ij'-f ever those who may be His 
enemies through wicked works, but Is 
merely calling out a class now which 
He will use later to assist the Redeem- 
er in blessing nil the families of the 
earth!—Galatians 3:16, 29. 


The Scriptures, declare that in choos-

?Ian of God for man's salvation. 
Therefore the wise according to the 
course of this world cannot understand 
;he Divine Program. 
The Bible says that not many noble 


are called. One may be poor and un- 
educated, and yet have a very noble 
mind. This class know that they are 
morally above the average.

It was first established by 
Mr. and Mrs. Miller in the room 
now occupied by Fred Speer's news 
stand. Mrs. Miller has always been 
actively Identified with the business. 


She was born In Bavaria.Germany, 


In 1847 and came to this country 
with her parents, at the age of 5 
years. The family settled in Zanes- 
ville, where they resided for 
five 


years. 
At the age of 10 years she 


came to Newark/where she had since 
made her home. 


When the Miller store was 
first 


established it consisted of a 
small 


grocery stock, which was 
enlarged 


rapidly as the business Increased. 
Later a stock of toys was added to 
the grocery line, and still later the 
floral line was included in the bus- 
iness. 


Only a few months ago the loca- 


tion of the store was changed from

The sea mussel is closely related to 


the oyster and the clam. It is not. 
however, to be confused with the fresh 
water mussel. 
As a nutritious and 


wholesome food it is equal to either 
the oyster or the clam, and many per- 
sons regard it as superior hi flavor. 
The mussels exist in such abundance 
In such readily accessible places, and 
they are so readily obtained by the 
•ysterman's regular equipment that 
they can be put upon the market at 
lower cost than can either oysters or 
clams. They are at their best more- 
over, when oysters are out of season, 
though they are in season all the year 
round. As a food they are economical- 
ly good not only because of their high 
nutritive value and digestibility, but 
because, unlike the clam, all the meat 
is edible, and. because their shells are 
thin and regular, a barrel of mussels 
contains more edible material tban a 
barrel of oysters. A peck of mussels 
in the shell will supply all the meat 
required for a meal for ten persons.

The present enlistment 
is 6500 


men, General Wod said, and besides 
the infantry, there are four troops 
of cavalry and four bodies of 
ar- 


tillery, which can be mobilized with- 
in 24 hours, should the emergency 
arise. 


Adjutant General Wood and tb.e 


other officers of the State Guard 
have been anticipating a crisis that 
would present the danger of a de- 
flaration of war, and while 
they 


have thus warned themselves of pos- 
sibilities, they have not been idle in 
laying their plans to meet whatever 
emergency may arise.

1O came to a close Sunday night at O o'clock, the lost hour given by 
President Wilson for a favorable response from the Mexican dictator. 
The Final word of Huerta to Charge O'.ShnUKhnessy was a refusal to 
comply unless the United States would guarantee in writing that his 
salute l>e returned. 


President Wilson at midnight left White Sulphur Springs and came 


to Washington this morning prepar-ing to read a message to congress in 
joint session as early us it can be arranged Unlay.

meantime 


American war fleets are moving down both coasts on their way to car* 
ry /out the president's plan for reprisals. 


The crisis thus reached does not mean that there will be a formal 


declaration of war, because the United States could not declare war 
against a government which it does not recognize'. President 
Wilson 


will seek authority, however, to send the armed forces into Mexico* 
to seize first the ports of Tampico an.. Vera Cruz and the railroad tres- 
tle leading from Vera Cruiz toward Mexico City. 


The President directed that a cabinet meeting b* called for 10:30 


o'clock this morning, when the final arrangements for a Pacific block- 
ade of Mexican ports and other steps in the President's program will be 
deliberated. 


The breach that finally has come with Mexico will make it impos- 


sible, it is declared on high authority, for the United States to further 
protect foreigners in that republic anfl foreign ;roveinKients have been 
notified of the situation in this regard. 


- The President, is is declared, not only will ask congress for author- 


ity to use the armed forces* to uphold the honor of the nation, but also 
for an appropriation, a deficiency already having been created by

CHARGE O'SHAUOHXESSY 


CONFERS WITH ROJAS.

Washington, April 2O.—At a late 


hour last night, the Mexican, crisis 
still hung in the balance. 


Charge O'Shaughnessy reported 


that he bad had a conference with 
Foreign Minister Rojas at 5 p. in. 
(Mexico City time) and expected to 
return to the foreign office at 0 p. 
m. to get Huerta's final answer. Of- 
ficials described the Charge's report 
of the 3 o'clock conference as not 
very favorable. A report on his la- 
ter conference was awaited. 


Cliarge O'Shaughnessy 
reported 


that he had detailed the last mes- 
sage from Secretary Bryan to For- 
eign 
Minister 
Rojas 
at 4 p. m. 


Senor Rojas told the Charge that he 
would confer with General 
Huerta 


later. 


When all of the Charge's mes- 


sages had been received, Secretary 
Daniels and Secretary Tumulty went 
to confer with Secretary Bryan. They 
absolutely refused to comment. Oth- 
er officials interpreted the situation 
as unfavorable. 


Charge O'Shaughnessy's report on 


the 6 o'clock conference came just 
before Secretary Daniels and Mr. 
Tumulty started for Secretary Bry- 
an's home and they took that with 
them. Secretary Daniels said: 


"We have got the message." They 


would not comment, but looked very 
grave. 


At 9:4O o'clock those officials who 


had seen as much of the dispatches 
as bad l>een received said their ten- 
or did not seem to be favorable.

old naval strategy board which In 
the spring of 1898, 16 years ago, 
was despairingly trying to get

commanding the two fleets which, 
excepting Dewey's own 
Philippine 


'squadron, represented 
all 
of the 


American naval strength of that day. 


Generally the Mexican plan covers 


elementary problems, such as the si- 
multaneous establishment of an ef- 
ficient blockade, which the rather 
extensive coast line of Mexico would 
make no small task. Next in order

Sixteen years ago, almost to the 


day, Newark was astir with the ex- 
citement of the impending struggle 
between the United States and Spain 
—the struggle which was precipitat- 
ed by the destruction of the battle- 
ship Maine in Havana harbor. Six- 
teen years and three days ago, New- 
ark's Company G, of 
the 
Seven- 


teenth regiment, O. N. G , received 
orders to assemble for movement on 
orders from Columbus. 


It was a time of thrills and ex- 


citement. 
At 9:15 on the night of 


April 23, 1898, Lieutenant Carl A'l- 
len received a message from Col. A. 
L. Hamilton, commandant 
of the 


regiment, to assemble his command 
at the armory and await further or- 
ders. The news brought

"boys in blue," who stood waiting, 
while they thrilled with enthusiasm
